H||HH|| met ARRENDONDO approximately one year ago while she was working at 
DO^PANCHO’S Restaurant. They were friends, never dated and ta lked a lot using a 
computer program named instant messenger. used to date 

ARRENDONDO’s aunt, LENA PRICE prior to meeting ARRENDONDO. 

ARRENDONDO told ^H^^Hshewas arrested for theft after she had entered a plea 
and had been sentence^^^^^m told ARRENDONDO that if she did not pay her 
court and probation fees ^warrani would be issue d and she would be arrested. 
ARRENDONDO was not employed at the time and offered t^iiak^a 

payment to the court with the understanding that she woumoimDurse him. 
made one payment of either $20.00 or $30.00. The payment was made in cash. 

ARRENDON DO went to Texas to visit her father during the summer of 2000. She and 

continued to communicate using instant messenger. ARRENDONDO 
agair^sl ^ about the consequences of not paying the fees and was told she would be 
arrested^^^^^m offered to make a second payment. Approximately one month 
later ^^^^^^pe^ived a letter and check for $300.00 from either ARRENDONDO’s 
mothe^^randmother. He deposited the check into his checking account at The 
Dover New Philadelphia Credit Union . ARRENDONDO may have discussed the check 
with him one day prior receiving it. The letter indicated the money was to

be used to pay ARRENDONDO’s fines. and ARRENDONDO 

communicated after the check was mailed and ARRENDONDO he 

would pay the fines. Approximately one week late^^mHH told ARRENDONDO 
he forgot to pay the fees. Approximately one or two weeK^ate^RRENDONDO paged 
and he contacted her. She said her mother or grandmother had received a

rom the court, stating the fines had not been paid.
